America Will Have Great 


Army on French Front in 
a Few Months.

Wilkesbarre, Pa., May 30.—Declaring 
that the navy is doing noble work in 
keeping open the road to France for 
the hundreds of thousands of American 
soldiers already there, Secretary Dan- 
iels, in an impromptu address here to- 
day, declared that troop movement will 
reach the million-mark in a few weeks: 
that in a few months the two-million 
mark will have been reached and that 
ten million or more men will be sent 
if need be to win the war. 

Secretary Daniels’ speech was unex- 


prepared by German secret agents, con- 
taining the names of 47,000 British per- 
sons alleged to be addicted to vice and 
held in bondage to Germany through 
fear of exposure. 

Mrs. Stewart, under examination by 
Mr. Pemberton Billing, said the book 
which she had seen, but which was not 
produced, contained the names of ex- 
Premier Asquith and Mrs. Asquith, Vis- 
count Haldane, former secretary for 
war, and Justice Darling, who is try- 
ing the case against the member of 
parliament. 

Shown Book by German. 

Another witness, Captain Harold 
Spencer, said he was shown the book 
by Prince William, of Wied in Alabnia. 
He said he did not remember seeing 
Mr. Asquith’s name in it, but he de- 
clared the names of Mrs. Asquith and 
Viscount Haldane were there. 

Both Captain Spencer and Mrs. Stew- 
art said they had been threatened, aft- 
er he had communicated the fact to the 
authorities; and Mr. Pemberton Billing 
asked the judge for protection for him- 
self and his witnesses. The judge re- 
ferred him to the chief commissioner 
of police. 

Captain Spencer, before giving the 
names of Mrs. Asquith and Viscount:

In the meantime it is understood 
that the matter will be gone into 
again thoroughly by the state depart- 
ment witn the Monroe officials and 
an agreement may, and the chairman 
thinks likely, will be reached by Mon- 
roe complying in ample time to carry 
the original route through. 

Legislation Proposed. 


With regard to proposed new legis- 
lation and*the steps that must lead to 
it, by which Georgia may have a state 
system that will drive the thorough- 
fares without local interferences, the 
chairman said: 

“We do not claim our highway 
laws are all that are to be desired by 
the state, but do say that until our 
constitution is changed so as to give 
the state the right to engage in and 
co-operate in constructing a system of 
state highways that our: laws are bet- 
ter as they are. 

‘There is now pending in the legis- 
Jature a bill by Mr. Andrews and Mr. 
Heath to amend the constitution to 
permit a state tax for state roads so 
as to remove this constitutional diffi- 
culty; also a bill by the eame authors 
providing for co-operative bond issues 
for the purpose of building through 
or intercounty roads. These laws will 
undoubtedly be passed. After this we 
can pass a law for a state system of 
highways to be constructed under a 
commission with sufficient authority 
to construct and maintain them.” 

In the opinion of the chairman the 
amending of the constitution is the 
first consideration. 

“Indiana, which is hampered as 
Georgia by a constitutional inhibition, 
tried to pass a comprehensive law as 
is Being tried in Georgia and their law 
has been declared unconstitutional by 
the supreme court and they will prob- 
ably lose their federal aid funds. Mie- 
sissippi, in trying to do the same 
thing, let its legislature adjourn with- 
out even giving assent to the federal 
law and they will lose their federal 
aid. I have insisted, and now insist, 
that it is unwise to try to fix our laws 
until our constitution is amended and 
then we can really build a system of 
state highways that are so much need- 
ed. This cannot be secured now and a 
premature effort to do so will land us 
where Indiana and Mississippi have 
landed.” , 

\ Progress in Georgia. 

Continuing: 

“Now as to the progress our depart- 
ment has made. While in the office of 
public roads in Washington, in order to 
satisfy ‘myself as to the relative 
progress we were making, I got the 
figures as to the progress of all the 
states and Georgia has submitted 
about twenty projects and hes pre- 
pared plans and had approved for 
construction projects in nine coun- 
ties and plans have practically been 
completed in three or four others.

AMERICA WANTS 
K. O. IN BIG WAR, 
SAYS ROOSEVELT 


Detroit, May 30.—“America does not 
want to win this war on-points; we 
want a knock-out.” 

Thus Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, in 
a Memorial day address here tonight in 
behalf of the navy, summarized his con- 
ception of this country’s war aims. 

“If we don’t carry it through now,” 
he declared, “we will be forced to fight 
it out here later, and without allies.” 

Colonel Rooseyelt’s address culminat- 
ed. a strenuous day, in which he re- 


tion will remain in abeyance. This is 


believed to be the policy in which the 
lord’ lieutenant and the chief secre- 
tary are in agreement with Walter 
Hume Lé6ong, secretary for the colonies, 
and the war cabinet. Ireland seems to 
be settling down in a wonderful man- 
ner despite the short time the new 
regime has been in existence, continues 
the correspondent, who has just re- 
turned from Dublin. 

The nationalists and even some Sinn 
Feiners accept the coming of Lord 
French as lord lieutenant with relief.

IN VACANT HOUSE; 
POLICE SEEK MOTHER 


At a late hour Thursday night the 
police were notified by a negro girl 
that she had found a two-months-old 
white baby boy on the porch of a vacant 
house at the corner of Humphries 
and Glenn streets.

Director General McAdoo 
Issues Statement, Showing 
the Results of Strike While 
Country Is at War. 


LABOR UNIONS ARE PUT 
ON NOTICE BY THE U. S. 


Strike by Men at Present 
Time Is Declared Strike 
Against Country, in State- 
ment Issued by McAdoo. 


Washington, May 30.—Railroad em- 
ployees were reminded by Director Gen- 
eral McAdoo tonight that they are em- 
ployees of the United States in time 
of war, and that a strike means a 
blow at their own government and the 
hampering of transportation essential 
to protect the hurdreds of thousands 
of American boys fighting on the battle- 
fields of Europe. 

A few days ago several hundred ma- 
chinists and shopmen at Alexandria, 
Va., left their posts in Southern rail- 
road shops in protest against small in- 
creases egiven them under the director 
general’s new scale of higher wages, 
and there have been threats of a gen- 
eral walkout of union shopmen next 
Monday unless substantial further pay 
advances are forthcoming before that 
time. 


Labor Unions Warned, 

In a telegram tonight to the heads of 
all labor unions having shopmen among 
their members, Mr. McAdoo gave notice 
that the government cannot be coerced 


President Wilson’s proclamation. 

Jim M. Fuller, popular Atlanta law- 
yer and city marhal, “was unanimously

“The strike of certain shopmen, ma- 
chinists, etc., in the railroad shops at 
Alexandria, Va., has created a very 
painful impression on the public mind,” 
said the director general's message. “I 
cannot believe that these men knew 
what they were doing. They are all em- 
ployees now of the United.States gov- 
ernment. They aré not employees of 
any railroad corporation, therefore this 
was a strike against the government 
of the United States. 

“It is the first time in the history 
of our government that any of its em- 
ployees have attempted a strike against 
their government. Such action is in- 
credible. For~the good of our beloved 
country and for the honor of railroad 
men in the service everywhere, I hope 
thet there will be no -repetition of 
what every one must condemn as un- 
patriotic in the highest degree. 

“This government cannot, of course, 
be coerced or intimidated by any of 
its employees. It is anxious to do jus- 
tice to all and will do justice to all as 
far as it is possible to measure jus- 
tice. Recognizing that there are prob- 
ably inqualities in the recommendations 
of the wage commission which should 
be impartially .considered and dealt 
with, I appointed in my general order 
No. 27, dated May 25, a board of railroad 
wages and working conditions compos- 
ed of three representative labor men 
and three representative railroad men, 
whose duty it is to hear and to pass 
upon all petitions and complaints. 

Submit Cases to Board. 

“Every class of employees or parts of 
classes of employees who feel that tbey 
have just ground for complaint under 
the wage decision should submit their 
cases promptly to this board and they 
will be given just and impartial con- 
sideration. The American people have 
just been called upon to pay largely 
increased freight and passenger rates 
for the purpose of paying in part the 
increased wages amounting to more 
than three hundred million dollars 
awarded to railroad employees. 

“Suppose they should strike against 
the government because they do not 
think they are fairly treated in being 
forced to pay these increases for the 
benefit of railroad labor, what would 
happen to our country? Suppose that 
railroad officers should strike because 
they disliked the orders of the gov- 
ernment and should refuse to obey. 
them, what would happen to them? 
Suppose that railroad employees should 
strike against the decision of their 
government and hamper the operation 
of the railroads at a time when trans- 
portation is essential to protect the 
hundreds of thousands of American 
boys now fighting on the battlefields 
of Europe to save the lives and prop- 
erty and liberty of railroad employees 
serving here at home, what would hap- 
pen to our country? 

“The kaiser would probably get it. 
We cannot all get exactly what we 
wantin this world, nor can we win this 
war unless each and every citizen is 
willing to submit to the laws of the 


land to the decisions of those in au- 
thority.

LEADER OF |W. 
ADMITS SABOTAGE 


Private Frank Wormkee 


Gives Sensational Testi- 
mony at Trial of 112 Mem- 
bers of Industrial Workers.

Chicago, May 30.—Private Frank 
Wormkee, alias Frank Woods, testi- 
fied today at the tria] of 112 Industrial 
Workers of the World, that he was 
asked by members of the organization 
to teach sabotage in the American 
army. This sabotage, Wormkee said 
he was informed, could include plac- 
ing a foreign substance in food to 
cause illness and the cutting up of 
clothing. 

Wormkee admitted committing acts 
of sabotage while an I. W. W. delegate, 
and told of deserting from the Colorado 
National guard, of enlisting last sum- 
mer at Minot, N. D., under a fictitious 
name to obtain release from charges 
preferred by state authorities and tes- 
tified that he, as a delegate, had been 
instructed to encourage violence. 

! In lumber camps of Washington and 
Oregon Wormkee and other members 
drove spikes into logs, well concealed 
under the bark, to wreck mil! machin- 
ery, he testified. He said at least one 
member carried a bottle of liquid in 
the Montana lumber districts that 
would cause fire when thrown upon 
wood.

ALMOST CAPTURED 


Clemenceau Leaves Certain 
Point on the French Lines 
Just a Few Minutes Before 
Uhlans Arrive. 


Paris, May 30.—Premier Clemenceau 
had the narrowest possible escape from 
falling into German hands yesterday, 
according to The Petit Jourhal. He 
left a certain point on the front only a 
few minutes before the arrival of a 
patrol! of forty Uhlans. 

When the Germans entered the little 
town the premier had just quit, they 
cornered a few of the French who had 
remained, including a general, who was 
examining positions with a field glass, 
the newspaper adds. The general was 
killed in the encounter. 


BRITISH WORKING 
MEN ARE NOW BACK | 
ON RATION OF MEAT 


———— 

Washington, May 30.—British work- 
ing men, whose meat ration during the 
past few weeks dropped almost to the 
vanishing point, now are back on the 
normal allowance under the compulsory 
rationing system. A cablegram to the 
food administration from the’ British 
ministry of food today announced that 
this had been made possible, “thanks 
to the splendid response from America.” 

Supplies of butter and cheese still 
are short in England, but imports from 
the United States are expected to re- 
lieve that situation also. No reserve 
of any food is in sight, however, in 
spite of the decreased consumption 
which has accompanied strict enforce- 


ment of rationing. 

During April tne United States sent 
to England 359,058,000 pounds of beef 
and pork products, compared with 161,- 
000.000 pounds in April; 1917, and 43,-

STOPPING THE DRIVE. 
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OF GERMAN TROOPS 


Soldiers Under the Crown 
Prince Slackened- Despite 
Fact Drive Continues. 


FRENCH ARE FIGHTING 
ON FAMILIAR GROUNDS 


— 


Situation, While Apparent- 

ly Serious, Has Not As- 
sumed Critical Aspect of 
Fighting Late in March. 


New York, May 30.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
day.)—Slowly, but surely, the plunge of 
the German crown prince’s armies is 
being halted by the French and British 
armies. While the momentum of the 
German masses has not as yet spent 
itself, there has been a notable slack- 
ening in its advance during the past 
day. The chief efforts of the Ger- 
mans now seem to be devoted to the 
widening of the gap they have torn in 
the positions of the allies between 
Pinon and Brimont. This work seems. 
to be progressing slowly against the 
desperate resistance of the _ allied 
forces. 

The French, having fallen back from 
the limits of the city of Soissons, have 
stood their ground against the attacks 
of the enemy, and the German official 
statement fails to show material ad- 
vances there during the day’s fighting. 
The French are here fighting on fa- 
miliar ground which has been made 
historic by numerous battles, some of 
which are named among the decisive 
combats of history. _ 

Oné the eastérn end of the fighting 
line some of the forts before Rheims 
are said to have fallen, which was to 
be expected from the fact that they 
have been outflanked by the tide of in- 
vasion that has swept far to the south 
of the city. 


ALLIED LINE 


NOT BROKEN. 

The fighting has taken on the as«/ 
pect of the first invasion of France in 
1914, the advance of Von Mackensen 
along the Dunajec and the fighting in 
Picardy in March. After breaking the 
French and British defensive positions, 
but not breaking the allied line, the 
Germans are again moving their forces 
out in a fan-shaped figure, fighting 
hardest on the flanks of the extreme 
front of their advance. 

The situation, while apparently ex- 
tremely serious, has not assumed the 
critical aspect of the fighting late in 
March. The allies are resisting the en- 


emy’s attacks stubbornly, giving ground 


when overpowered, and always main- 
taining a golid front. 

The wave of the advance is now ap- 
proaching the valley of the Marne, the 
nearest approach to that avenue toward 
Patis being at the village of Vezilly, 
which lies at the extreme apex of the 
German wedge and is about seven miles 
from the river. In 1914 the Germang 
advanced over a front extending from 
Braine, just east of Soissons to Van- 
quois, a little west Verdun. After 
having reached the Marne, the Teutons 
turned the force of their advance to- 
ward the west, and they may be ex-- 
pected to repeat their tactics of four 
years ago.

There are twenty-nine valuable min- 
erals mined to some extent in the state, 
but the great drawback to the situa- 
tion, as explained by Dr. McCallie, is 
that these raw products are not manu- 
factured in Georgia, Dut have to be sent 
out of the state for manufacture, and 
then brought back herea finished 
product. The United States govern- 
ment realizes the great loss to the 
people of this state resulting from this 
situation, and is trytng to bring about 
more manufacturing here. 

Georgia ranks second in the produc- 
tion of marble, yet we had to bring 
the stone for our state capitol] from an- 
other state, just because we were not 
producing the marble, said Dr. McCal- 
lie. We, on the other hand, produced 
the marble for the state capitol of 
Minnesota.

“The time has not yet come!” 

He was waiting; and he let the enemy 
come as far as safeiy permitted, and when 
the Hun had further lengthened his line— 
the calculating Joffre hit! 

He hit with all of his force: in the right 
place; in a vital spot! 

And the enemy was hurled back to the 
Cambrai line! 

Who knows but that similar tactics are 
being applied to the present situation, and 
that they may not be the controlling factor 
today? ~ 

At any rate, we do know that the enemy 
has not yet reached the Marne, where he 
was four years ago! 
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THE SPIRIT OF A MOTHER. 


“Their Country is their Mother now.” 

That was the word of a mother who sent 
her sons to service at the first call. 

And that is the ideal of the boys who 
serve-—-who go to the battle fronts with 
home in their hearts, and the sweet memory 
of mothers—-heroic, not only in giving all, 
but in the grief and tears they hide, and in 
the Light they bring to the shadows of 
lonely homes. > 

For with the joy of giving all that can 
be given, there must be grief, and sudden 
rain of tears, even though the tears have 
light in them. 

It's the sweet old human way of all the 
hearts and homes of this time-worn, war- 
racked world. And it is something to thank 
God for. 

But the mothers—loved and honored of 
home and country, are not seeing the sacri- 
fice side alone, but putting themselves in 
the shadow of the Light of sacrifice—with 
a spirit of unwavering devotion, that shrinks 


| not from the sacrifice supreme. 


Such is the spirit of an Atlanta mother, 
who but lately lost a son _in the aviation 
service in France, and who sent this brave 
letier to “the folks at home:” 

Our boy has answered the call to 
“Come up higher, my son.” We had a 
letter from the chaplain who buried what 
seemed to be our boy. It didn’t separate 
us, though, and it never can, as what we 
love about each other is that which lives 
and moves, and has being in God, and 
cannot die—even as God cannot die. 

No German bullet was the end of his 
mortal life; no German prison was his 
fate—just a quick passing from a dream 
of mortal discord into the perfect day. 

Don’t bother to say anything to ime, dear 
children. I know we have your tenderest 
sympathy. Our boy’s own message would 
be: “Come on up; the air is fine.” lLov- 
ingly, MOTHER. 

\ There spoke the spirit of a»mother who 
gave all—-alone with her grief, in that 
stillness which is fhe Peace of God, and 
lifted up in spirit by the thought of what 
the spirit of her boy was, and the cheering 
message he would send to her now, could 
the Silence givé utterance to it. 

The Georgia mother of a Georgia boy, 
and a million mothers like her—mothers 
unnumbered, throughout this patriotic land. 

They put themselves in the background 
of the great war picture; they would be the 
unknown—unmentioned forces in the fight 
for home, and for world-freedom; but they 
come to the front for all that; they “stand 
in their own place;” but it is that place of 
honor where the world-light loves to shine; 
and the light of their love and devotion 
leads the world to them---to comfort, and 
be comforted. 3 

And the sons of these mothers, not yet 
on the scene of battle—are none the less 
heroes because they are not in the battle- 
lights;—they are serving for the greater 
service; and when, as in this instance of 
which this mother writes, they die in serv- 
ice, they “have done what they could.” 

That is the supreme test, and they will 
have met it with honor to themselves and 
to their country. 

We are going to win this war as much 
through the brave spirit of the women who 
are fighting the home-battles, as with the 
sacriffces of the men behind the guns.

Editor Constitution: If anything be need- 
ed to make the American people see red 
and confirm us in our determination to fight 
out this war until the responsible leaders 
of the Huns are brought to condign punish- 
ment, and kultur, with all that it implies, 
is wiped from the face 
the full consideration of the story told by 
Dr. Hillis, in The Constitution, as well as 
that of the feigned surrender of a Hun 
patrol, to unmask a machine gun battery. 

It is right that such stories should be 
told> care being taken to insure truth. How 
commonly do we see, in accounts of the Hun 
atrocities, that the details are unprintable, 
and so only a general statement is made, 
and the lesson of the occurrence is lost. 
That lesson is that the Germans and their 
allies, particularly the Austrians, have be-

Dr. Hillis. more exhausted. He was 
making his usual spring trip through the 
cities of the southern states and of the 
Pacific coast. For weeks he had done doubte 
work by day, been on sleeping cars by night, 
in his great anxtety to get home. Conscious 
that it had become imperative to take two 
or three days’ rest, he asked my advice as 
to where he should break his journey on the 
morrow.

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AUTOINTOXICATION. 


Autointoxication means self-poisoning. 


Invohkuntary, of course. But mostly 
avoidable. 


I find I owe my readers an apology. Some- 
how or other I have led some of them to 
believe that autointoxication Is a disease or 
a definite condition which, once diagnosed, 
responds to a certain cut-and-dried system 
or regimen. Although I have never made 
any such assertion, it must be that in the 
occasional use: of the word autointoxication 
I have nevertheless given such an impres- 
Sion, For frequently correspondents write 
to say they have it and will I kindly sug- 
gest the proper treatment, diet or exercise 
to cure it. 

Autointoxication is part and parcel of 
most ailments. Given any disturbance in 
which various eliminating organs are tem- 
Porarily or permanently inactive, and one re- 
sult is intoxication by the retained waste 
matter. As a rule, however, when the word 
autointoxication ts used we think of the 
theoretical unpleasant results of retention 
of some substance or substances which 
ought to be eliminated or destroyed in the 
intestine but isn’t. I say theoretical, because 
as @ matter of fact the theory of autointox!- 
cation is not founded upon established scien- 
tific fact at all, though we have a certain 
amount of positive scientific evidence to 
support the theory. 

In any event, it Is an error to imagine 
that there is some method of treatment ap- 
Plicable in the average case in which auto- 
intoxication happens to be a feature, for the 
obvious reason that it is a feature, like pain 
or that tired feeling, or anemia, or nervous- 
ness or stomach trouble, of so many vastly 
different* ailments. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS, 
Chocolate. 
told me chocolate is fat- 
for me, for I am about 
as fat as a match. I have been eating large 
quantities of bitter chocolate. Would it 
cause sallowness of the complexion or itch- 
ing and a breaking out of pimples? (W. 
F. 8S.) 


ANSWER-—Chocolate is obtained from 
cocoa beans from which most of the fat has 
been exhausted, mixed with varying pro- 
portions of cane sugar, vanilla, cinnnamon, 
cloves and almond. The paste in chocolate 
creams consists of sugar, gum, starch, con- 
densed milk and sometimes other ingredi- 
ents. Sweet chocolate, milk chocolate, etc., 
are not quite as nourishing as cane sugar. 
Chocolate mey cause skin itching in certain 
individuals, but would not cause sallow com- 
plexion. It is a mistake to attempt to grow 
fat on an excess of any one article of food. 
Sweet or milk chocolate supplies sugar in a 
palatable form, and sugar is a source of 
quickly available energy. Instead of in- 
dulging in a glass of beer, wine or liquor, 
for false stigulation, the weary worker who 
eats some Tissitase gets strength to 
work on.

ANSW ER—It, Is about three cups too 
much for the average adult. One doing hard 
work in the open air may readily take large 
quantities of tea and coffee, but indoor sed- 
entary workers cannot. I see no reason why 
the addition of cream and sugar should be 
objectionable. Real connoisseurs usually 
prefer unflavored tea as a matter of taste. 
Tea, coffee and cocoa are cerebral, heart 
and kidney stimulants. For most adults 
they are rather wholesome if taken in mod- 
eration and properly prepared. For children 
under fifteen they are injurious, because 
stimulation is undesirable in early life. Cocoa 
is the least stimulating and therefore the 
least injurious to children.

Dr. Brady 
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State Geologist Reports on 
Pyrite Industry in Georgia 


A report on the pyrite deposits of Geor- 
gia has just been issued by the State Geo- 
i This timely report, which 
of text, a number of half- 
tone illustratioms and a map showing the 
location of the principal pyrite deposits of 
the state, contains a brief discussion of the 
geology of the pyrite-vearing area, uses of 
pyrite, mining methods, etc., but is devoted 
chiefiy to detailed descriptions of individual 
deposits from an economic point of view. 

The report makes public the results of 
work done by the state survey in compliance 
with the requests of the war minerals board 
and the United States bureau of mines for 
information regarding the possibilities of 
increased pyrite production. Pyrite is one 
of the two most necessary and important 
“war minerals,” manganese ore being the 
other. Pyrite is the prineipal source of sul- 
phuric seid, @ chemical product equally 
essential for the production of food and 
munitions, for it of the basic mate- 
rials in the manufacture of fertilizers and 
explosives. 

The necessity for increasing the domes- 
tic production of pyrite may be realized by 
the fact that the United States has been 
importing over 1,000,000 tons a year from 
Spain. In ordey to release ships for troop 
movements, the war trade board has lim- 
ited the 1918 imports to 125,000 tons, and 
all shipments are to be stopped after Octo- 
Therefore, the mines in the United 
States must produce not only enough to 
make up this deficiency, but also enough 
to provide for the imcreased demand for 
sulphuric acid which has risen from 6,000, - 
000 or 7,000,000 tons to 8,000,006 or 9,000,000 
tons a year, on account of the large quan- 
tity used in explosives. 

Georgia has twenty-nine or thirty sy}- 
phurie acid plants, @ greater number than 
any other state in the union. Most of these 
plants belong to fertilizer manufacturers, 
and tne product has been used almost en- 
tirely in fertilizer. To operate all Georgia 
plants at full capacity would require 200,000 
tons of pyrite a year, but the state has 
been producing only about one-tenth that 
amount. With its large and important 
pyrite deposits, there is no reason why 
Georgia should not be in @ position to sup- 
ply its own demand within a year.

During the course of Thursday the 
last of May draft contingent of 15,000 
selectmen reported at Camp Gordon 
and were immediately assimilated by 
the replacement units of the camp. 
Two thousand men from Cleveland, 
Ohio; 1,000 from towns and cities in 
Tllinois, and several hundred from 
Georgia composed the quotas report- 
ing Thursday. 

With the close of the five-day period 
of movement to camp, officials will 
turn their undivided attention in the 
future to the training of the new men. 
Uniforming is going on at a rapid rate, 
and in less than a week the entire May 
contingent will be fully equipped, in- 
sured, allotted and assigned. 

Formal assignments to companies of 
the six replacement regiments of in- 
famtry here are being made in quick 
order, and already a large majority of 
the new men are located in the bar- 
racks building they will occupy during 
théir entire stay here. 

Good Soldier Material. 

At the close of the reporting period 
officials have stated that the May con- 
tingent as a whole is a good bunch of 
soldier material, both physically and 
mentally. The percentage of foreigners 
has also decreased perceptibly, and, as 
a whole, the body of men promise to 
make fine fighting men. 

Drilling in rudimentary form has al- 
ready begun, and long lines of civilian- 


‘clad men can be seen at any time dur- 


ing the day taking hikes of from 8 to 10 
miles over the open country about the 
camp to become hardened to the work 
they are to do. 

Many of the new men have never 
been south before, and the hot weather 
here is proving a great surprise as well 
as a great discomfiture to them. 

“Hottest place I ever saw in my life,” 
commented one of the Clevéland men, 
Henry Godhard, a former auto repair- 
man. “Guess we will get used to the 
heat, however,” he added, “and, any- 
way, there’s no use kicking about it.” 

New Men Cheerful. 

This cheerful way of taking their 
new surroundings seems to be univer- 
sal among the new men. Grinning and 
perspiring, they go about their work 
with a will and determination that is 
highly gratifying to officers. 

“Watch that bunch,” said one of the 
replacement captains, “they are sure to 
make good. Hard work and a cheerful 
grin means a great deal to a new man, 
and these boys certainly have both at 
command.” 

One of the Cleveland men who is 
going to..make good here with a will 
is Edward Vacik, of 12814 Hlabin ave- 
nue, a former auto repair man. Vacik 
has a brother in France with the ex- 
peditionary forces, and he states that 


ithe sooner he beets him in the trenches 


the better pleased he will be. 

Another cheerful Ohio man is Louis 
F. Klan, a former foreman in a big 
baking concern in Cleveland. He states 
that he likes Camp Gordon fine, and is 
delighted with the south, despite the 
faét that it’s almost too warm to 
breathe here. 

Aeroplane Worker. 

Ddward A. Liey is a former employee 
of a big Ohio aeroplane works. De- 
spite the fact that he has been as- 
signed to the second replacement regi- 
ment, officials have the dope on his 
former work, and he may receive a 
change of duties and a promotion in 
the near future. 

Two Cleveland brothers who are in 
he service at Camp Gordon and are 
located near each other itn replacement 
quarters, are Short and Merle Wolf, 
both of whom live at 2198 East Dighty- 
second street. They state that they be- 
lieve they can develop into just as 
good soldiers as they were automobile 
machinists in Cleveland. 

Frank Rabbits used to be a vaude- 
ville man before he took up the rifle. 
He will have a real chance to gain 
popularity here when he joins : the 
Army Entertainers’ league and appears 
before the men.
